Discussion of C BOP 03 Affaire 


1, On several occasions during d . Jvislt to Cl 

3 he generously devoted a considerable amount of time 
and thought to the GBOFUS project. Per his request and cur- 
rent practice, so are filing a report detailing the important 
portions of the discussions which we believe should he put on 
the record. 

8. On 86 January :C_ 3C.JC.-J and the w riter had a 
long session on present policy toward HTNEIGH and what alterna- 
tives could and should be pursued to carry out this policy. 

The conclusions of this particular conference and the basis for 
them was reported in detail in the dispatch which is currently 
being pouched to Headquarters and Borne on this subject. Para- 
graph 10 of the ©over letter to this study (the dispatch is as 
yet unnumbered) explains the paper was drafted by f 3 and 
then reviewed, edited and approved by all concerned'. This re- 
capitulation of the chronology was incomplete In that the writer 
did not make it absolutely dear that the original impetus 
arose from i f* ^ participation in our discussions ef the 
twenty-sixth and from previous talks in Rome between Q_ jf 
and CL 3 As believed apparent from the study ^ fiur session of 
January twenty-sixth on HTNEIGH and subsequent meetings on 

January 27, 88, 31 and February 1 aired the subject very 
thoroughly. Please consult the dispatch in question for de- 
tails. The matter boiled down to the question of continuing sup- 
port to BTH f: IOB . Having generally agreed that it was worth 
supporting as it was considered an important card in KTJBARK * s 
hand in aiding RUHARK in carrying out its present directive to 
maintain unrest in Albania by fostering Irritants of various 
types, the discussion turned to how this could beat be done with 
a very substantial budgetary outback a sine qua non and the fur- 
ther requirement laid on us that HTNEIOH must retain some vestiges 
of effectiveness and stature. The conclusions found in the 
atudy is the field's answer to this problem - HTNEIOH sinks or 
swims on its own, supported a s a straight subsidy; and we continue 
to provide direct support in the PW field so that the message 
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to the Albanian people is not lost. If £. Jjis puzeled by 
our failure to Include agent operations in these discussions, 
and reports , the premise was established at the outset that our 
operational requirements are a thing apart from the question of 
HTMEIGH and would be carried on to the best of our ability at 
approximately 1953 levels Irrespective of the fate of IITSEIGH* 
even though a radical move vis-a-vis HTWBIOK night handicap these 
operations . 

3. On fi? January ,d 3 «P*»t a good portion of the day with 

(3 3* Bast operations and future operational plana were dis- 

cussed with emphasis on APFtE, including a review of the various 
papers on the subject, and the need for thorough, regular, ob- 
jective operational reporting. C~ 3 was informed we fully 
appreciated the importance of this requirement and were confident 
our monthly reporting of each segment of CBOPUS activities re- 
flected it, though we still have a good distance to go to raise 
this reporting to the standard we would like to set. with re- 
gard to operations, SQ -Dwas told the "rotatdup* paper on 1933 
activities was being prepared and would be dispatched in early 
February, and this would be followed by our outline for 196 4. 

The writer also explained CL 3 was reviewing all pact opera- 
tions and we were establishing a set of criteria to determine 
the value of each team to OROPUP . C 3 stated the view that 
we oould be expected to receive a 1934 directive requiring title 
desk to maintain its efforts to infiltrate teams into the country 
at levels consistent with past operational activity. Use of 
singleton agents should also be given very eareful consideration. 
In the fact of coma discussion and speculation that our infiltra- 
tion program might be cut out or sharply curtailed, this was 
reassuring, as were r 3 remarks in the same vein several 
weeks previously. UnfortunatelyC 3 Absence in Tripoli 

at this time prevented his participation in the discussion of 
operations. 

4. From tills subject the conversation turned to CBOPtfS? field person- 
nel. We were advised C 3 would be paying us a visit in two

in detail as C J safe in on our monthly briefing of the 
Senior Representative of the operations planned for the month* 
this enabled the Division chief to become olosely acquainted

The conversation provoked questions on the present-day attitudes 
of the Albanian people, 3 evaluation of the refugees 

he has handled, and an inquiry to determine how we could Improve 
exploitation of each arrival - both in imorovlag our debriefing 
and then using it to advantage* 3 was asked to give 

serious thought to the state of mind of the populace and their 
willingness to identify themselves with anti-regime forces, 
actively or otherwise. CL 3 will begin to submit paper* 
of this nature in the second quarter of the year. 

7. The principle of CL 3 having direct contact with the Greek 

Foreign office was approved during XZ. 3 This matter 

has arisen as the ODACID officials here who discuss Albanian 
matters with their opposites would like to have someone on hand 
at their discussions who is fully familiar with the Albanian 
emigre political scene* Considering the uncertain future of 
HTNKIOH, C- J strongly feels we should not utilise this con- 
tact to pressure the Greeks in any way with regard to their at- 
titude toward KT8EIGB but approved establishing the liaison as 

a means of keeping us closer to Greek thinking, to open up an 
additional contact, and to honor ODACID* a requeatj as they have 
been most cooperative in passing information to G' OPUS and 
following up our requests in the pest. 

8. In addition to the above subjects, C- 3 was brought up to 
date on the current activities of our reporting section and also 
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learned the general Makeup of our training program, though 
unfortunately a visit to OBATLAHTIS was cancelled. This resume 
has purposely attempted to he all Inclusive to give d_ and 
others concerned at Headquarters a complete picture of the visit 
In ao far as It concerns 080PUS. By so doing the writer Intends 
to show no stone was left unturned, and from our viewpoint this 
approach to OBOPBS/aTKIKS, and the Idea of the visit itself, 
was most welcome and desirable. 
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
